Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Amended claims 1 and 1 1 recite the limitations of, "conducting more frequent 
testing of selected nodes associated with a prior occurrence of advisory or critical 
events, the more frequent testing in a prioritized node order based upon the current 
and historical alarm-triggering test measurements associated with the selected 
nodes, and upon the percentage of test measurements outside of an acceptable 
range for the selected nodes". While the prior art of record teaches increasing 
testing on a node (i.e. increasing polling rate) when a warning is indicated (see 
column 18, lines 49-55 in Kekic, US Pat. 6,272,537), the prior art fails to teach or 
suggest "conducting the frequent testing... based upon the current and historical 
alarming test measurements associated with the selected nodes and upon the 
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percentage of test measurements outside of an acceptable range for the selected 
nodes. The prior art therefore fails to teach conducting more frequent testing based 
on a trend of alarming measurements observed on a node.
